Vt ill Cost $2,002,509 to Reorganize 
on New Lines. 
Washington, Feb. IL —The entire cost 
of the recasting of the navy on new 
lines, as proposed in the pending per­ 
sonnel bill, win be 12,002,569. This fact 
is set out in a communication to the 
United States senate from Secretary 
Long in answer to a resolution of in­ 
quiry introduced by Senator Jones of 
Arkansan 
Merging the line and engi­ 
neers, as is proposed in the bm, the cost 
of t he com bi mf* ion would be $3,669,600, 
which is $600,0<>0 more than the total of 
the present pay of both branches. 
The increase in the pay of the marine 
corps is $1,228,838, which is accounted 
for by the increase in the number of 
both officers and men. 
The new naval 
appropriation bill also carries an appro­ 
priation of $4,111,505 for pay of 10,300 
additional enlisted men. 


Tied Up and the City Cut Off From 
Outside Communication by Rail. 
Coal Supply Perilously Slender and 
the Prioe of Provisions on the Up- 
■w ard Bound. 


Washington, Feb. 14. — With two 
inches less than three feet of snow on 
a level and the mercury hovering con­ 
stantly near zero, the capitol is in the 
grasp of the most severe blizzard in its 
history. The snowfall which began on 
Saturday evening has continued with­ 
out cessation, the official measurement 
being 20 inches on top of the heavy fall 
of the few days preceding. 
Driven by 
a high northwest wind it has drifted in 
banks of from five to eight feet in depth, 
suspending all traffic, tieing up the 
streetcar lines, cutting off the city from 
all outside communication by rail and 
causing untold suffering among the poor. 
VV hen the railroad companies were 
forced to admit that their traffic was 
practically abandoned, the city was 
forced to the realization that a famine 
of coal and provisions was impending. 
The price of everything in the eating 
line went sowing skyward. 
At the 
markets prices were advanced from 25 
to IOO per cent when the scantiness of 
the supply and immensity of demand 
became manifest. Orders from nearby 
towns poured in and gave a fresh im- 
pefcus to the advance. 
The same condi­ 
tions apply to the coal supply, which la 
perilously slender. The black diamonds 
are being sold grudgingly by the bushel 
and dealers say the stock on hand is ex­ 
ceeding limited while railroad condi­ 
tions make the outlook for shipments 
into the city very gloomy. It was an­ 
nounced that the gas supply was being 
rapidly exhausted and the reserve tank* 
and the gas company’s supply of coal 
was so slender that it would have to be 
husbanded most carefully. Consequent 
Iv the pressure was reduced. 
Many of 
the street lamps were not lighted last 
night.
